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1. The amendment and arguments filed on 4/19/04 to independent Claims 1,17 and 18, have been 
fully considered. 

The replacement sheets for Drawings, FIG. 1 and FIG. 2 are accepted. 
The amended limitations of independent Claims 1, 17, and 18 overcome the rejection under the 
closest art of record, Dmitri Leman, "Spying on COM objects". 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claims 1-35 are allowed. 

Prior art of record, Dmitri Leman, discloses a system included with a spy DLL spying on COM 
objects and a tracer injecting a patch code into an address space of a call process in a window 
application. When the patch code is executed, it changes the pointer to load a tracing DLL. The spy DLL 
is also injected so that a debugger could change control to execute it. The tracer has ability to capture 
tracing messages and information that are returned from COM interface. Dimitri, does not address 
"graphics primitive/ attribute" in such a manner as the claim now amended. As pointed out by 
Applicants (Remarks: Page 9, in lines 3-5 of third full paragraph) that Dmitri Leman's focus is on 
debugging, it does not describe using intercepted information in real time to alter the output of the calling 
process which allows the information/messages to be displayed altered. 

Therefore, the following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The cited prior arts taken alone or in combination fail to teach the claims to a method, a 
computer-readable medium, and a system for a calling process to manipulate information presented by a 
target process, comprising at least features: 

"capturing one or more graphics primitives and attributes associated with such graphics primitives 
during execution of the target process; 

returning the graphics primitives and attributes associated with such graphics primitives to the 
calling process; and 

producing, by the calling process, an output, the output based, at least in part, on 
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the returned graphics primitives and attributes associated with such graphics primitives", as recited in 
such manners in each of independent Claims 1,17, and 18.
